"Thf< Morning Light is Breaking", is by 
him und ~r.d written about the same 
time as "My Country 'tis of Thee." The 
tune now callc.l "America" was found by 
Dr. Smith in a German music book anil 
for which he wrote the words of our Na- 
tional hymn. Shortly before his death 
he arknowedgex a tribute received from 
Japan concerning this hymn. 


"TliB President's March," the muslo 


of"llnil Uolumbia, " wan composed in 
1789 by a German named Feyles, who at 
the time »n* tbe leader of the orchestra 
at tin John Street Theatre in New York. 
"Hail Columbia" was Hrt* sung at the 
Chestnut Street Theatre, Philadelphia, 
by Gilbert Kox on the evening of Wednes- 
day, tlie 2!<th of April, 1708. Judge Hop- 
kinson alliding to the song in bis letter 
to Wuthis'/gon of May Oth, said: 
"As 


to th<> song it was a hasty composition, 
and can pretend to very little extrinsic 
merit —yet I believe its pub. it' reception 
has at least equalled anything of the kind. 
The theatres here (Philadelphia) and 
at New 5'ork have resounded with it 
night after night and men and boys in 
tbe Btreetn sing it as they go. " 


"Yankee Docdle" came to us in the 


Revolution. It was the music by which 
tbe Biitlsh soldiers marched out of Bos- 
ton after *ht/ battle of Lexington. 


"Tlie Star Spangled Banner" is by 


Francis Scott Key, the author of the 
hymn, "Lord, With Glowing Heart I 
Praise Thee," in the hymnal. It was 
written on the morning after the British 
attack on Fort MoHenry at Baltimore in 
the ft ar of 1812. 


"Hume, Sweet Home," is by John How- 


ard I'nyne, who, at fourteen years old 
was an editor of a newspaper, "The Thes- 
pian Mirror," and thought to be a pro- 
digy of genius equalling Oowley, Milton, 
Pope or Ohat'erinn at the BSBIB early age. 


"Mother Goose's Melodies" was intro- 


duced to the world by Thomas Fleet, a 
native of England, who came to Boston in 
1712 and opened a printing office in Pud- 
ding Lane. In 1773 he become the pro- 
prietor of the weekly called "The Re- 
hearsel," and 
afterwards change-'1 to 


"The Boston Evening Post." 


Both the words and the muuic of "The 


Marscllatse Hymn" are by Rouget de 
Lisle, a, French officer of engineers. 
It 


was first introduced at the bouse of Bar- 
on Dietrich, In Strasburg, In 1792, under 
the rmme ol the "Chant du Depart de 
1'amioe de Rhin." It received its pre- 
sent name from tbe circumstance of a 
body uf troops from Marseilles, singing it 
as they marched into Paris where It was 
till then unknown. 


The tnne of "God Save the King" was 


composed by Dr. John Bull in the time 
of James 1, but not tben used as a Na- 
tional hymn. There were no words for it 
or at lea»t was not sung until tbe time of 
Ganr*e II, these were by Anthony Young. 


It 11 • strange coincidence1 that "Rule 


Brituinia" another 
English National 


hymn was composed by Arn«, who mar- 
ried tbe daughter of the author of "God 
Save the King."

In tho State the result of the campaign 


for state Treasurer ie fraught with mnch 
uncertainty. In ordinary times it would 
be H foregone conclusion that the Republi- 
can nominee would havo a walk-over, but 
owing to the political revolution that has 
taki u place in Philadelphia, where a Re-' 
pulillean majority of ovor 100,000 ia ueu- 
alb given, but whore now there is a prac- 
tical certainty that the City Party will 
be Mctorious, which will carry with it a 
strong sentiment against the Republican 
candidate for State Treasurer, the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Plummor is serif <ly affect- 
ed. The Philadelphia scandul has had its 
effiot in other communities, too. 


Tlie Enterprise Bann failure in Alle- 


gheny, where a million dollars of State 
f urn Is were on deposit, has been the 
menus of upsetting conditions in a section 
of I lie State that Is usually relied upon to 
giv straight Republican majorities. 


\S hile Pennsylvania has a habit of roll- 


ing up record-breaking majorities in Na- 
tional elections, Roosevelt receiving a 
half-million more votes than Parker, in 
StiUe campi Igns it has taken the majorit- 
ies of Philadelphia and Allegheny to 
overcome the loss to the ticket in the 
country districts. In 1001 Harris, for 
Treasurer received 131,643 majority ovor 
Corny. In that campaign Philadelphia's 
majority for the Republican candidate 
w«« 109,640, while Allegheny gave a ma- 
jority for Harris of 27,395, making a to- 
tal inajcriij in tne two cities of 136,936, 
about five thousand more than the total 
majority in the State. Therefore, in 
view of the turmoil in these two cities, 
basos of calculation have been destroyed 
anil It is impossible to judge the result 
with any degree of accuracy. Ther» have" 
be> a many guesses—But they ore guesses, 
prno and simple. Mr. Plnmmer may be 
elected by a small majority, but it would 
not be a great surprise to many people if 
ho were defeated.

mable gentleman and has many splendid 
traits of character.

Fortune for * Farm Collega. 


Cnder the will of former Justice Ed- 


ward M. I' ixson, who died at bis home, 
Bycot Hou^e, Buckingham, near Doylea- 
town, on October 12, a college of argicul- 
ture, to be erected on a farm adjoining 
the Bycot Mansion, will be endowed by a 
large bequest from the estate, which is 
said to total $3,000,000V 


The colli ge is to be built and operated 


upon original lines planned by the dis- 
tinguished jurist. It will afford full fa- 
cilities for practical study, as the l«rge 
farm on which the college is to be built 
will be divided up into small tracts for 
actual work. 


The collide is to be open to boys be- 


tween 12 and 18 years, and a regular 
course of study is to be arranged, so that 
there will be given book equipment as 
well as soil tilling experience. 


Ihe affairs of the institution are to be 


placed in the control of a board of trus- 
tees, who are named by the judge. 
It la 


rumored that thia board will consist of 
Dr. L. Webster Fox, of Philadelphia; 
Judge Barman Yerkes, of Doylestown; 
Dr. William 8. Erdnmo and T. Howard 
Atkinson, of Bucks county. 


The late judge gave no intimation of 


hia intention to so dispose of bis fortune, 
but those who were intimate with him 
say he constantly deplored tbe disposi- 
tion of young men to desert the coun- 
try for careers in the city, and he at- 
tributed this to the lack of education 
in argicultural pursuits. He had often 
declared that there should be some means 
devised by which the life of the 
farmer 


could be elevated along educational lines 
and thus bring it among tbe available 
occupations of life. His provision for 
an agrioul'ural college shows how much 
thought and care he had given to the 
study of tlie subject. 


Nothing can be learned of the amount 


left to maintain the college, but it is 
said to be a large portion of the big for- 
tune.
